For control of other pests and to help prevent infestations of buildings, treat a band of soil 6-10 ft
wide around and adjacent to the building. Also treat the building foundation and sides where pest
are active and may enter.

Fungus Gnat Larvae and Shore Fly Larvae: Apply at the rate of 0.25 - 0.50 fl oz/gal as a
course spray to all insect infested surfaces or where insects may breed. Apply with adequate
water to wet soil surface thoroughly.
